LET ALL FRESHMEN TAKE HEED. 



At one o'clock to-day the freshmen rules come into force, nnd 
from the solitary stroke of that hour until the day of the cap burn 
ing festival each first year man is expected to obey implicitly the 
law* that have been laid down. And if a miscreant is discovered 
by the ruling sophomores let him beware, for it is rumoured that 
the second year court of justice will hand down penalties, which 
will make the guilty one remember that he is only a lowly mem 
ber of the first year classes. 

In spite of the humorous clement in the situation, there is 
an abundant amount of common sense in the rules published in this 
issue. Not only will the initiation be systematic and sensible, but 
the regulation which will be announced will be of actual benefit to 
the freshmen themselves and to the university as a whole. 

Although some of the more sophisticated descendants of Beau 
Brummel may deem it beneath their dignity to wear the regulation 
red and white skull cap provided for freshmen.

Blundcll Premature 

HOME AGAIN 

Travelled on Special Train 
Wrecked Near Sudbury 

The peaceful trend of rvontn at the 
UnlvoVMty wn H Bcrldtmly dlnlurlieil ttl 
ten thirty two yrotonlny morning, 
when Stanley \\ Blnnitell who hud 
not. horn heard from since he floured 
In a train wreck near Kudhury on 
August elKhth. appeared on (he nlcpn 
of the Arts Building armed Willi a 
thick coat of tan. n kit hag and ti sack 
of number one wheal. 11 appears that 
Blumtelt watt one of the fortunateii 
who escaped the accident with nothing 
morn than a rude ithock, hut aa noun 
of It hi acquaintance* heard from hint 
after the mlxup, It wan not known 
whether or not he had been Injured, 

Blundcll returned part of the way to 
Montreal on a cnttle train, hut at North 
Bay he was confused hy the great trim- 
llarlty between the Toronto and Mont- 
real cattle, and through an error, wont 
with the former. This conslderahly 
delayed his arrival at Montreal. "My 
only regret in this connection." said 
.Stanley, "is that 1 will have to pay :i 
late registration fee of five clullora." 

The wanderer ljud many Interesting 
pictures to show and stories to tell 
to the excited crowd which quickly 
gathered round him. Leaving Dona- 
venture .station with three acquaint- 
ances, at midnight of August the 
seventh on the first harvester's spe- 
cial. Blundcll finally arrived a Unna 
with two friends and a total capital 
of seventy-five cents for tho three of 
them. The fourth member of their or- 
iginal party had forsaken them at 
Winnipeg as the accident, had been too 
much adventure for him. 

Kor four day the men worked for 
nothing moro than their keep, hut 
when the crops were ready, there was 
work enough for all to earn five dol- 
lars a day. 

The return trip proved as Interest- 
ing as the work Itself, The trio were 
given free passage on board a cattle, 
train, but at Xorth Bay. Blundcll be- 
coming slightly confused, proceeded 
with the Toronto "cattle. Three miles 
out, the. misiako was noticed by one 
of the trainmen and the brawny har- 
vester was forced to walk back that 
distance. He really benefitted to a 
certain degree by the error, as on bis 
return to North Bay, he was given 
accomodation on the Trans Cauada 
Limited , when that train passed 
through the town. and arrived at 
WindEor station shortly after ten yes- 
terday morning, at once making his 
way to the Arts Building. 

"I'll be back on the job again next 
summer." concluded Blundcll, "it's a 
great life if you don't weaken, be- 
sides, my few weeks work - netted mc 
over one hundred and twenty-five 
dollars."
